Mr. McAdoo said that with a five 
year period railroads could operate at 
least three years without prospect of 
change and by 
that time congress 
should be able ot develop,a perma- 
nent solution. 
Senator Keilog-g sought by question- 
ing to show that the raliroads oper- 
ating- privately but with unified con- 
trol under some sort of .government 
s'uporvlsion, could effect most of the 
economies and reforms advocated by 
Mr. "McAdoo.'. ,The senator' referred 
particularly 'to ' embargoes which the 
director general maintained should be 
"imposed 
as-- emergency 
measures 
through exercise of the permit sys- 
tem .whatever 
form 
of control. Is 
adopted. Mr. McAdoo suggested that 
to prevent abuse 'of the embargo pow- 
er, railroads should not be allowed to 
acjl alone and arbitrarily, but possi- 
bly with the supervision of the inter- 
state commercp commission. 
"Mr. McAdoo, you have 'stated that 
it should be possible to reduce rates 
this year. 
As a matter of fact was 
not the raijroad administration plans 
on foot for' raising rates?" 
"No," replied Mr. J/1'cAdoo. 
"We 
have under consideration a plan for 
equalization of rates which may have 
the Incidental effect of raising charges 
In some localities." 
He referred to the proposed plan 
for standardizing class scale 
rates, 
both Intra and interstate.
